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As  an  lUP  student  in  the  late  nineties,  Chad  Hurley  didn't 
focus  on  finding  a  career  that  would  make  him  a  lot  of  money. 
"I  always  believed/'  he  said  last  spring,  "that  if  I  enjoyed 


what  I  was  doing,  it  should  work  out."

It  has,  apparently,  worked  out.  Last  fall, 
Hurley  and  his  partner  sold  YouTube, 
the  video-sharing  website  they  developed 
and  launched  in  late  2005,  to  Google  for 
$1.65  billion.  Hurley  continues  to  serve 
as  YouTube's  chief  executive  officer,  while 
partner  Steve  Chen  is  chief  technology 
officer. 

The  majority  ot  YouTube's  users  are 
outside  the  U.S.  Along  with  their  American 
counterparts,  they  can  upload,  view,  and 
share  thousands  of  video  clips.  Traffic  to 
the  site — like  the  number  of  people  that 
work  there — has  grown  explosively  in  the 
past  year;  millions  of  videos  are  streamed 
each  day. 


The  April  15,  2007,  issue  of  Parade  maga- 
zine ran  Hurley  on  its  cover,  along  with  a 
score  of  the  famous  and  not-so-famous,  in 
conjunction  with  its  annual  report  of  "What 
People  Earn."  Under  Hurley's  photo  was  the 
caption:  Chad  Hurley,  30;  Co-founder, 
YouTube;  Sau  Bruno,  Calif.;  $341  million. 

During  his  time  at  lUP,  Hurley  focused 
on  computers,  art,  cross  country,  and  track. 
He  had  graduated  in  1995  from  Berks 
County's  Twin  Valley  High  School.  Four 
times  during  that  decade.  Twin  Viilley  won 
the  Pennsylvania  Interscholastic  Athletic 
Association's  state  championship  in  boys' 
cross  country.  Hurley  was  on  two  of  the 
championship  teams. 


"I  found  Chad  by  way  of  a  tip  from  one 
of  my  former  runners,"  said  Ed  Fry,  who 
has  coached  men's  cross  country  at  lUP  for 
more  than  forty  years  and  has  been  PSAC 
Coach  of  the  Year  four  times.  "Don  Wil- 
hour  ['75]  introduced  me  to  him  at  a  state 
track  meet.  It  was  the  last  weekend  in  May, 
and  Chad  was  a  senior,  looking  at  various 
schools." 

"I  came  to  lUP  because  1  got  a  letter  from 
Coach  Fry,"  Hurley  said. 

Hurley  ran  track  and  cross  country  all 
tour  years  at  lUP.  His  specialties  were  the 
1,500  and  800,  and,  according  to  Fry,  his 
cross  country  performance  improved 
markedly  his  first  two  years  at  lUP.  "He  was 
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a  good  student,"  Fry  said.  "Very  conscien- 
tious and  kind  of  quiet  and  unassuming." 

Hurley  at  first  majored  in  Computer  Sci- 
ence but  in  his  second  semester  switched  to 
Fine  Arts.  His  main  use  for  computers  was 
graphic  design,  he  said,  and  a  new  com- 
puter laboratory  had  just  opened  in  Sprowls 
Hall.  His  minor  was  printmaking,  and  his 
faculty  advisor,  Patricia  Villalobos  Echever- 
ria,  "helped  me  a  lot,"  Hurley  said. 

"Chad  was  very  nice,  very  polite,"  Villalo- 
bos Echeverria  said.  "The  web  was  fairly 
new  then,  and  he  was  in  my  HTML  class 
called  Art  and  Technology.  The  class  taught 
students  to  think  about  the  medium  in  a 
different  way.  Chad  was  really  very  well 
versed  in  HTML  coding  [the  formatting 
language  of  the  World  Wide  Web].  He  had 
taught  himself  most  of  the  coding. 

"Artists  are  particularly  enabled  to  think 
creatively  about  possibilities,  because  that's 
what  artists  do,"  she  said.  "Today,  YouTube 
challenges  our  ideas  about  how  to  access 
culture.   It's   a   continuation   of  what  we 


talked  about  in  that  class. 

In  addition  to  being  Hurley's  advisor, 
Villalobos  Echeverria  was  also  his  teacher 
for  a  printmaking  class.  To  her,  his  later 
success  was  not  unexpected.  "I'm  never  sur- 
prised when  our  students  do  well,"  she  said. 

In  his  freshman  year,  Hurley  lived  in 
Scranton  Hall.  By  his  second  year  he  was  a 
resident  of  what  was  known  for  decades  as 
the  cross  country  house.  One  of  the  best 
features  of  the  big,  yellow-brick  house  on 
Washington  Street  was  a  backyard  for  hang- 
ing out.  Hurley  said.  Much  to  the  occu- 
pants' chagrin,  though,  the  house  was  sold 
to  the  university  and  by  Hurley's  junior  year 
had  given  way  to  a  parking  lot. 

He  and  his  friends  moved  down  the  hill 
to  1 122  Washington  Street.  Hurley  bought 
a  Dell  computer  and  began  working  in  his 
room,  teaching  himself  HTML  and 
becoming  conversant  with  the  web.  "I 
spent  a  lot  of  time  on  the  computer,"  he 
said.  "I  was  free  to  use  my  design  skills 
and  my  instinct  to  find  ways  of  making  a 


page  come  together." 

He  turned  a  big  closet  into  a  computer 
room  and  spent  a  lot  of  time  inside.  "My 
roommate  thought  I  was  crazy,"  he  said.  "I 
guess  it  worked  out." 

One  of  Hurley's  designs  from  college  has 
endured  and,  in  a  manner  of  speaking, 
spread.  For  cross  country  and  track  shirts, 
he  designed  a  runner  with  the  \VP  letters. 
Not  only  did  the  emblem  show  up  on  t- 
shirts — its  intended  use — but  when  Hurley 
came  back  to  campus  after  college,  he  said, 
"Some  guys  had  the  design  tattooed  on 
their  legs." 

The  second  semester  of  his  junior  year. 
Hurley  enrolled  in  Mathematics  professor 
Edward  Donley's  Liberal  Studies  synthesis

Hurley  recalled.  "We  had  to  use  data  tor  the 
region  for  different  elevation.s  in  order  to 
make  it  accurate." 

Of  the  perhaps  twenty-five  students  in  the 
class,  Donley  said,  "maybe  a  half-dozen 
would  have  known  HTML  before  they  took 
the  class.  Chad  was  one  of  them.  He  was  defi- 
nitely more  prepared  than  most  of  the  other 
students."  WTien  Donley  spoke  that  semester 
to  Villalobos  Echeverria's  Art  and  Technology 
class,  he  realized  "Chad  was  in  both  classes." 

After  graduation,   Hurley  went  back  to 


course  Building  Three-Dimen- 
sional  Models  for  the  Web. 
Through  a  grant  from  the  National 
Science  Foundation,  Donley  and 
his  colleagues,  Francisco  Alarcon, 
Dan  Burkett  '86,  and  Rick  Adkins, 
had  been  able  to  acquire  Macintosh 
computers  and  three  powerful  (for 
that  time,  at  least)  workstations  manufac- 
tured by  Silicon  Graphics,  Inc. 

Silicon  Graphics  had  developed  the  lan- 
guage on  which  VRML  (Virtual  Reality 
Modeling  Language)  was  based.  (Ironically, 
Hurley  would  later  join  a  Silicon  Graphics 
family;  his  father-in-law  had  been  one  of 
the  company's  founders,  although  he 
moved  on  in  the  early  nineties.)  Using 
VRML,  students  in  the  course  could  to  cre- 
ate three-dimensional  shapes  on  the  World 
Wide  Web. 

The  students  did  projects  tor  real  clients, 
according  to  L^onley.  "We  wanted  tliem  to 
learn  how  to  meet  someone  else's  expecta- 
tions," he  said.  In  consultation  with  the 
Steel  Industry  Heritage  Corporation,  Hur- 
ley's four-person  group  constructed  a 
\'RML  virtual  tour  of  the  Monongahela 
River  valley,  focusing  especially  on  the 
Homestead  Works,  the  last  steam-driven 
rolling  mill  in  the  U.S. 

"We  built  a  3-D  model  of  the  valley," 


eastern  Pennsylvania.  In  the  Science  and 
Discoveries  section  of  Wired  magazine, 
he  read  about  the  impending  launch  ot  Pay- 
Pal, which,  the  magazine  said,  "allows  indi- 
viduals to  make  [electronic]  payments 
to  each  other,  not  just  to  retailers  or  finan- 
cial institutions."  Hurley  sent  an  e-mail 
message  to  the  company  in  Palo  Alto,  Calif., 
offering  to  design  PayPal's  logo.  A  few 
weeks  later,  he  became  one  of  the  com- 
pany's first  employees. 

The  rest,  as  they  say,  is  history.  Hurley  left 
PayPal  after  three  and  a  half  years,  shortly 
after  it  was  acquired  by  eBay  (an  acquisition 
in  which  Hurley  prospered).  He  turned  his 
attention  to  "frustrations  with  video" — frus- 
trations shared  with  Steve  Chen  and  another 
PayPal  alumnus.  "None  of  us  had  any  experi- 
ence with  it,  but  we  could  see  there  was  a 
need  to  be  able  to  share  clips  from  cell 
phones  and  other  places. 


"If  you  were  viewing  on  line,"  he  said, 
"half  the  time,  it  wouldn't  work.  We  decided 
to  see  if  we  couldn't  simplify  the  whole  thing 
with  Flash  video." 

The  result  was  the  video-sharing  site 
YouTube,  about  which  Hurley  said,  "We've 
adjusted  things  along  the  way  and  have  tried 
not  to  make  too  many  assumptions.  Steve 
built  the  architecture  so  that  it  would  keep 
running,  even  when  there  was  a  huge 
demand  for  a  single  video. 

"We  hoped  we'd  build  a  great  business," 
he  said,  "and  we  feel  fortunate  to  have  a 
chance  to  do  it  again  after  PayPal.  It  has  a  lot 
to  do  with  the  environment  of  innovation 
we  were  surrounded  by." 

When  YouTube  was  acquired  last  fall  by 
Google,  Hurley  (and  his  partner)  prospered 
again.  "The  money  and  the  attention  don't 
really  change  you  that  much  when  you're 
surrounded  by  people  in  the  same  situa- 
tion," Hurley  said.  He  added  that  Google 
and  YouTube  made  sense  together: 
"The  cultures  were  the  same  between  the 
companies.  They  want  us  to  preserve  what 
we've  created." 

The  attention  has  brought  Hurley  and  his 
wife  invitations  like  the  one  to  the  Vanity 
Fair  party  after  last  spring's  Academy 
Awards  presentations.  "You  find  out  every- 
one's kind  of  the  same,"  Hurley  said.  "To 
them,  I'm  the  YouTube  Guy,  but  everyone's 
dealing  with  the  same  issues." 

In  his  case,  "everyone"  has  come  to  mean 
people  like  Bill  Gates  and  Warren  Buffett, 
with  whom  Hurley  shared  the  spotlight  at 
last  winter's  World  Economic  Forum  in 
Davos,  Switzerland.  "They  are  kind  of 
inspiring,"  Hurley  said. 

It's  clear  that  Hurley  prefers  to  talk  about 
work.  At  YouTube,  he  said  he  is  still  con- 
structing "the  perfect  video  world  and  work- 
ing out  some  new  models."  He  plans  to 
spend  the  future  doing  what  he  has  done  in 
the  past:  "building  a  product  or  service, 
building  a  team,  finding  the  right  people  to 
keep  things  going." 

That  doesn't  surprise  Ed  Fry,  who 
recruited  Hurley  to  lUP.  "One  thing  I 
remember  very  clearly,"  Fry  said,  "is  what  he 
said  to  me  shortly  before  he  graduated.  'You 
watch,'  he  said.  'I'm  going  do  something.

As  CONSTRUCTION  was  winding  down  in  May  on  the  tvv'o  buildings  in  the  Suites  on  Grant  complex, 
ground  was  broken  for  the  second  phase  of  lUP's  Residential  Revival.  In  this  phase,  the  traditionally 
styled  Suites  on  Maple  will  rise,  replacing  Langham,  Stewart,  Mack,  and  TurnbuJl  halls.  At  the  same 
time,  the  Northern  Suites  will  be  built  in  a  section  bounded  by  Breezedale  on  the  north,  Whitmyre  on 
the  east,  Keith  on  the  south,  and  Walsh  on  the  west. 

The  Residential  Revival  project  is  a  collaboration  of  the  university  and  the  Foundation  for  lUR 
Demolition  of  Langham,  the  Tri-Halls,  and  Gordon  began  in  May.  Not  long  before  that,  at  ground- 
breaking ceremonies  for  Phase  II,  several  speakers  recognized  legendary  figures  for  whom  the  razed 
buildings  had  been  named  in  the  middle  ot  the  last  century. 

lonathan  Nicholas  Langham  was  a  three-term  member  of  Congress  and  common  pleas  court  judge. 
Hope  Stewart  was  dean  of  women  from  1898  to  1938.  Mable  Waller  Mack  ser\-ed  as  vice  president  of  the 
Indiana  State  Teachers  College  trustees  from  1946  to  1956.  Agnes  Sligh  TurnbuU  '10  was  a  bestseUing 
novelist  whose  works  about  Western  Pennsylvania  are  still  read.  McClellan  Gordon  held  two  degrees 
from  Indiana  Normal  School  and  taught  mathematics  there  from  1892  to  1927.  His  daughter,  Elinor 
Gordon  Blair,  lives  in  Indiana  and  has  written  for  lUP  Magazine. 

Not  all  the  disruption  to  campus  involved  building  demolition.  By  the  end  of  April,  members  of  the 
Evergreen  Garden  Club,  Master  Gardeners  of  Indiana,  and  lUP  grounds  crew  removed  scores  of  peren- 
nial plants  from  the  Touch  and  Smell  Garden  near  Gordon.  The  plants  will  have  homes  in  household 
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•  with  soon-to-be-demolished  Gordon  Hall  as  a  backdrop,  ground  was  broken  in  May  for  the  Northern  Suites,  a  Phase

gardens  or  at  Indiana  County's  Blue  Spruce  Park  until  many  return  to 
campus  in  a  \'ear  or  two  as  part  of  a  new  garden  between  the  Northern 
Suites  and  Keith  Hall.  Planning  for  that  garden  has  proceeded  in  con- 
junction with  the  master  plan  of  the  .-Mlegheny  .\rboretum  at  lUP. 
Within  a  few  weeks,  734  students  will  move  into  the  Suites  on  Grant. 


The  ground  floors  of  the  buildings  have  office  space  for  the  John  P. 
Murtha  Institute  for  Homeland  Securit)'  (as  a  temporary  location  until 
the  Kovalchick  Convention  and  Athletic  Complex  is  built),  Applied 
Research  Laboratory',  African  American  Cultural  Center,  Office  of 
Social  Equity  and  Civic  Engagement,  International  Affairs  office,  and 
Information  Technology  Services. 

A  year  from  now,  1 , 1 02  students  wUl  be  getting  ready  to  occupy  the 
Suites  on  Maple  and  the  Northern  Suites.  All  lUP  students  will  benefit 
from  the  new  Wellness  Center  that  will  be  accessible  from  Maple  Street 
in  one  of  the  Phase  II  buildings.  The  lUP  Office  of  Residence  Life  and 
Student  Housing  Development  will  move  from  Clark  Hail  to  one  of  the 
new  buildings. 

The  Residential  Revi\-al  project  ascribes  to  standards  set  forth  by  the 
Leadership  in  Energy  and  Environmental  Design  (LEED)  Green  Build- 
ing Rating  System,  a  nationally  accepted  benchmark  for  the  design, 
construction,  and  operation  of  high-performance  green  buildings. 
The  process  of  attaining  certification  starts  with  building  design  and 
continues  through  construction  completion  and  into  at  least  one  year 
of  the  building's  use.  Only  at  that  time — and  after  extensive  review — 
can  certification  be  granted.

Gifts  in  recent  months  brought  not  only  financial 
support  for  the  $41 -million  Kovalchick  Convention 
and  Athletic  Complex  but  also  gave  names  to  actual 
spaces  within  the  complex.  A  list  of  designations  made 
as  of  mid-May  appears  at  the  conclusion  of  this  article. 
The  gifts  are  part  of  the  Indiana  Initiative — a  capital 
campaign  to  raise  $20  million  in  funding  as  a  match  to 
$20  million  in  state  funds  to  build  the  complex. 


The  Kovalchick  family  of  Indiana  pledged 
a  minimum  of  10  percent  of  the  Indiana 
Initiative.  "We've  been  involved  in  this  com- 
munity for  a  long,  long  time,"  Joseph 
Kovalchick  said  at  an  lUP  Council  of 
Trustees  meeting.  "We've  been  very  close 
friends  and  neighbors  of  the  university  and 
the  university  community,  as  well  as  of 
Indiana."  Kovalchick's  wife,  Judith  Geyer 
Kovalchick,  received  a  bachelor's  degree 
from  I  UP  in  1965  and  a  master's  degree  in 
1969;  Joseph  Kovalchick  attended  the  cam- 
pus's lohn  .*\.H.  Keith  School. 

Kovalchick  said  he  saw  the  KCAC  as  a 
"much  higher  and  better  use  of  this  prop- 
erty than  as  operation  for  our  steel  busi- 
ness." The  family's  gift,  he  said,  was  "to 
honor  the  memory  of  my  parents,  Nick  and 
Fannie  Kovalchick,"  who  in  1928  founded 
what  is  now  Kovalchick  Corporation. 

"The  Kovalchick  family  has  been 
extremely  supportive  of  this  project  from  its 
very  inception,"  lUP  President  Tony  Atwater 
said.  This  was  affirmed  by  loseph 
Kovalchick,  who  said,  "We've  thought  about 
this  for  the  last  seventeen  years." 

In  recognition  ot  the  Kovalchick  gift, 
announced  in  February,  the  lUP  Council 
of  Trustees  approved  naming  the  facility 
the  Kovalchick  Convention  and  Athletic 
Complex. 

"The  Kovalchick  family's  gift  adds  to  the 
significant  momentum  that  we  have  already 
seen  from  our  alumni,  community  partners, 
and  friends  in  support  of  this  project,"  said 
Robert  Davies,  vice  president  for  University 
Relations  and  executive  director  of  the 
Foundation  for  lUP. 

The  150,000-square  foot  facility  will  fea- 
ture a  large-capacity  arena,  administrative 
offices  for  lUP's  John  P.  Murtha  Institute 
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for  Homeland  Security,  athletic  department 
administration  oftlces,  and  state-of-the-art 
conferencing  facilities.  While  owned  and 
managed  by  lUP,  the  center  will  serve  as  a 
resource  for  the  community.  Groundbreak- 
ing will  take  place  next  spring,  with  site 
construction  to  commence  that  June. 
Actual  building  construction,  anticipated  to 
begin  in  February,  2009,  is  predicted  to  take 
two  years. 

The  main  entrance  to  the  Kovalchick 
Convention  and  Athletic  Complex  will  be 
opposite  Hospital  Road  along  Wayne 
Avenue.  Truck  traffic  will  have  access  via 
Maple  Street  to  Pratt  Drive,  which  will  run 
behind  the  building.  The  thirty-three-acre 
tract's  ecological  integrity  will  be  main- 
tained through  retention  of  wetlands  and 
streams  on  the  site. 

With  the  Kovalchick  family  pledge,  lUP 
has  secured  nearly  $10  million  in  charitable 
contributions  for  the  center  in  private  sup- 
port and  federal  funding.  The  federal  funds 
were  earmarked  for  the  facility  through  the 
leadership  of  Congressman  John  Murtha.  ">&•

"It  is  the  culture  of  an  institution 
that  determines  the  experience  for  students,"  Asher  said.  "The  cul- 
ture of  the  Cook  Honors  College  is  one  of  reverence  for  academics, 
and  a  virtual  worship  of  the  skills  of  critical  thinking." 

Cook's  historic  donation — the  largest  single  gift  in  the  univer- 
sity's history — helped  found  the  Honors  College  eleven  years  ago. 
Cook  believes  that  "a  liberal  education,  with  critical  thinking  and 
good  written  and  oral  communications  skills,  is  the  most  valuable 
thing  that  vou  can  have." 


"The  qualities  that  Asher  highlights 
are  the  ones  alumni  tell  us  mattered  to 
them  most,"  Honors  College  Director 
lanet  Goebel  observed.

"The  way  students  are  incubated  in  the 
g,  Honors  College  and  then  spread  out 
into  the  greater  university  in  the  later 
years  is  a  benefit  to  both  the  honors 
I  students  and  the  university  as  a  whole."

The  distinction  accorded  the  Hon-

takes  lightly. 

"There  is  something  magical  that  is  going  on  at  the  Honors  Col- 
lege," Asher  said.  "It's  like  the  tone  you  get  by  running  your  finger 
around  the  rim  of  fine  crystal.  The  HC  is  fine  crystal,  and  a  lot  of 
places  that  look  similar  are  just  glass."

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Latest  FBI  Death 
Recalls  the  First  One 


Dn  April  5,  FBI  Special  Agent  Barry 
Lee  Bush  was  Icilled  in  the  line  of 
duty.  Thirty-four  years  earlier,  FBI 
Special  Agent  Gregory  Spinelli  also  died 
doing  his  job.  Both  deaths  were  shootings 
connected  to  bank  robberies.  Both  special 
agents  were  lUP  alumni. 

In  the  ninety-nine-year  history  of  the  Fed- 
eral Bureau  of  Investigation,  only  fifty-one 
agents  have  been  killed  in  the  line  of  duty. 

When  the  twenty-four-year-old  Spinelli 
was  shot  and  killed  in  a  gun  battle  with  a  sus- 
pected bank  robber  in  Charlotte,  N.C.,  Bush 
was  an  lUP  freshman  fi'om  Pottstown, 
majoring  in  Criminology.  Bush's  own  death 
came  in  Readington,  N.I.,  where  he  was  con- 
ducting a  criminal  investigation  into  a  series 
of  armed  bank  robberies.  At  fifty-two,  he  had 
nearly  twenty  years  with  the  bureau. 

Spinelli  grew  up  in  Indiana,  Pa.  Although  he 
originally  expected  to  become  a  dentist,  he 


graduated  from  lUP  in  1970  with  a  degree 
in  Biology  and  worked  two  years  as  a  physi- 
cal science  technician  in  the  FBI  Laboratory. 
In  1972,  he  became  a  special  agent  with  the 
FBI  field  office  in  Charlotte.  He  was  killed  a 
year  later. 

After  he  graduated  from  lUP  in  1976,  Bush 
went  back  to  Pottstown  and  worked  as  a 
counselor,  caseworker,  and  police  officer  in 
Pottstown  and  Boyertown.  In  August,  1987, 
he  joined  the  FBI,  serving  first  in  Kansas  City 
and  transferring  to  Newark  in  1991.  Fie  and 
his  family  settled  near  Easton,  Pa. 

FBI  Special  Agent  Bruce  Contess  79  served 
with  Bush  in  Kansas  City.  "Barry  was  a 
hardworking,  dedicated  FBI  special  agent," 
Contess  said.  "He  jumped  right  in  with 
complex  organized  crime  cases.  Along  with 
his  strong  commitment  to  the  work  he  did, 
his  wife  and  children  remained  an  impor- 
tant part  of  his  life.

"Barry  considered  himself  lucky  when, 
after  a  few  years  in  Kansas  City,  he  was  able 
to  transfer  to  the  Newark  FBI  office  and  live 
back  in  Pennsylvania." 

In  the  Newark  Star-Ledger,  reporter  Brad 
Parks  wrote  that  Bush's  job  "led  him  all  over 
the  world,  fi-om  Nairobi,  Kenya,  where  al- 
Qaeda-linked  terrorists  blew  up  an  embassy; 
back  to  Kenya  and  Tanzania,  where  he  inves- 
tigated terrorists  who  are  now  serving  life  in 
prison;  to  )ersey  City,  where  he  found  docu- 
ments connecting  lames  C.  Copp  to  the  mur- 
der of  a  Buffalo  abortion  provider." 

Since  the  year  after  Spinelli's  death,  the 
lUP  Criminology  Department  has  given  the 
Gregory  W.  Spinelli  Award  to  a  graduating 
senior  who  has  demonstrated  outstanding 
academic  achievement.  For  many  years,  a 
participant  in  the  award  presentation  has 
been  Spinelli's  mother,  Ruth,  the  widow  of  an 
lUP  faculty  member  and  the  mother  of  two 
other  IL'P  alumni  (one  of  whom  became  an 
FBI  agent  after  his  brother's  death).  Ruth 
Spinelli  has  also  stayed  in  touch  with  many  of 
the  recipients.  This  year,  all  past  award  recipi- 
ents were  invited  to  attend  a  reception  hon- 
oring the  Spinelli  family  and  to  offer  a  letter 
or  photograph  for  a  scrapbook  to  be  pre- 
sented to  Ruth  Spinelli. 

As  Criminology  faculty  member  Daniel 
Lee  put  it:  "We  wanted  to  recognize  the 
Spinelli  family's  longstanding,  extraordinary 
involvement  with  the  university  and  the 
department."  ~^

Space  for  Sororities 

I  received  my  I  UP  Magazine  today  and 
looked  forward  to  reading  it  as  I  always  do. 

V\Tien  I  read  the  article  titled  "Suite  Suc- 
cess" I  was  saddened  and  dismayed.  I 
attended  a  farewell  tribute  at  lUP  just  last 
weekend  as  a  way  of  saying  goodbye  to  the 
Tri-Halls  and  the  Panhellenic  Suites. 

At  the  Panhellenic  Brunch,  it  was 
explained  to  us  that  the  university  has  no 


current  plans  to  provide  housing  for  the 
university's  sororities.  We  are  being 
expelled  from  campus  to  obtain  shared 
office  space  off  campus.  This  in  no  way  is  a 
"win/win  resolution"  as  described  by  Terry 
Appolonia,  interim  dean  of  students. 

My  sorority  membership  was  a  vital  part 
of  my  campus  life  and  our  suite  was  the  hub 
of  that  activity.  Without  a  centrally  located 
independent  facility  to  organize  activities,  a 
threat  is  posed  to  the  future  of  the  Panhel- 
lenic system. 

I  have  served  as  a  chapter  adviser  for  over 
ten  years  for  my  sorority  on  another  cam- 
pus that  did  not  have  the  luxury  of  suites. 
The  experience  there  solidified  my  resolve 
that  a  form  of  housing  is  paramount  to  the 
lasting  success  of  Greek  organizations.

Were  women's  basketball  coach  Cindy  Martin  similarly  blessed, 
she  would  surely  pass  her  days  beaming  like  a  toddler  on  Christmas 
morning. 

Look  to  the  immediate  past  and  Martin  sees  a  24-9  season  high- 
lighted by  a  Pennsylvania  State  Athletic  Conference  championship 
and  a  pair  of  NCAA  Division  II  tournament  victories.  Look  to  the 
immediate  future  and  she  sees  what  could  well  be  an  even  better 
team  waiting  in  the  wings. 

"I  always  think  the  sky's  the  limit,"  said 
Martin,  who  was  named  the  PSAC 
West  Coach  of  the  Year  after 
IL'P  posted  the  second- 
best    win    total    in 
school      historv. 


"Our  team's  goal  next  season  is  to  get  back  to  the  NC.A.-\  tourna- 
ment, get  back  to  the  regional  championship  game,  and  win  it  to 
advance  to  the  Elite  Eight." 

The  Crimson  Hawks  nearly  achieved  that  last  objective  in 
March.  Despite  facing  odds  longer  than  Methuselah's  beard,  they 
battled  host  Glenville  State  (W.Va.)  down  to  the  wire  in  a  show- 
down for  the  East  Region  title.  Only  with  a  last-minute  surge  did 
the  Pioneers,  backed  by  a  boisterous  partisan  crowd,  seal  a  65-59 
victory  and  punch  their  ticket  to  the  Elite  Eight  in  Kearney,  Neb. 
Yet,  even  in  defeat,  lUP  sent  an  unmistakable  message: 
By  extending  the  nation's  second-ranked 
team  to  the  limit,  the  Crimson 
Hawks  announced  they  had 
arrived  as  one  of  the 
premier  programs 
in  the  land.

"Great  teams  step  up,  and  1  think  cuir  ladies  really 
stepped  up  to  the  challenge,"  Martin  said.  "I  think  we 
played  to  the  best  of  our  ability.  It  was  just  not  our  night  to 
win  the  game.  Glenville  State  happened  to  be  the  better 
team  that  particular  night  the  last  two  minutes." 

The  Pioneers,  who  had  throttled  twenty-six  consecutive 
victims  b\'  an  average  margin  of  23.3  points,  considered 
themselves  fortunate  to  survive  against  the  overachieving 
underdogs  from  lUP. 

"They  were  an  incredible  team,  but  1  still  think  we 
could've  beat  them,"  said  sophomore  forward  lahzinga 
Tracey,  the  PSAC  West  Player  of  the  Year.  "We  played  a  great 
first  half — we  were  up  at  halftime  [29-24].  Then  in  the  sec- 
ond half  it  kind  of  slipped  away  from  us  and  we  lost." 

That  closed  the  book  on  a  glorious  season  of  achieve- 
ment at  lUP.  The  Crimson  Hawks  claimed  the  conference 
crown  only  two  years  removed  from  the  worst  record  in 
school  history  (9-18)  and  a  last-place  finish  in  the  PSAC 
West.  They  thrashed  Edinboro  (81-58)  and  host  Millersville 
(71-53)  in  the  first  two  rounds  of  the  conference  tourna- 
ment and  then  e.xorcised  a  host  of  demons  by  whipping 
California  (63-53)  in  the  title  game. 

The  Vulcans,  who  had  captured  four  of  the  previous  five 
PSAC  championships — not  to  mention  a  national  crown  in 
2004 — toyed  with  lUP  like  a  cat  with  a  mouse  in  years  past. 
But  this  season  the  Crimson  Hawks  were  the  mouse  that 
roared.  Tracey  scored  twenty  points  and  grabbed  twelve 
rebounds  to  help  dethrone  the  Vulcans  and  secure  lUP's 
first  conference  title  since  1988. 

"The  one  game  I'll  always  remember  is  the  Cal  game, 
beating  them  for  the  championship,"  said  Tracey,  who 
earned  tourney  MVP  honors.  "To  be  the  best  you  have  to 
beat  the  best,  and  that's  what  we  did." 

The  Crimson  Hawks  continued  their  sizzling  postseason 
run  in  the  NCAAs,  ousting  Barton  (N.C.)  by  a  75-61  score 
before  thumping  long-time  nemesis  Pitt  Johnstown,  75-59. 
The  Lady  Cats  were  34-4  all-time  against  lUP  entering  their 
second-round  matchup. 

"We  beat  teams  people  didn't  think  we  could  beat,"  Mar- 
tin said.  "I'm  just  very  proud  of  how  far  we  did  make  it.  We 
had  a  tremendous  season." 

Not  even  a  prophet  the  equal  of  Nostradamus  could  have 
predicted  that  a  team  featuring  three  sophomores  and  two 
freshmen  in  its  regular  seven-player  rotation  and  only  one 
starter  over  six  feet  tall  would  reach  the  regional  final.  Fact 
is,  e\'en  the  Crimson  Hawks  were  taken  by  surprise. 


"We  beat  teams  people  i 
Martin  said.  "Tm  just

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"I  think  we  exceeded  our  cxpectntions,"  said  guard  Katie 
Cilaws,  tiie  lone  senior  starter,  who  set  single-season  (71 )  and 
career  (170)  records  tor  three-pointers.  "Our  goal  .it  ihe 
beginning  ot  the  season  was  to  win  the  FSAC;  and  make  il  to 
the  NC^AA  tournament.  But  once  we  got  there,  things  kind  of 
tell  into  place  tor  us.  W'e  were  w'orking  together  so  well  at 
that  point." 

•As  usual,  Tracey  spearheaded  the  charge.  She  wound  up 
leading  lUl'  in  scoring  (18.5),  rebounds  (9.3),  steals  (98), 
and  blocked  shots  (23);  set  a  single-season  school  record 
with  612  points;  and  helped  the  Crimson  Hawks  clinch  the 
PS.Ac;  West  title  with  a  virtuoso  thirty-six-point,  fourteen- 
rebound  performance  against  Shippensburg. 

"Every  great  team  has  great  players,  and  I  think  lahzinga 
Tracey  is  a  great  player,"  Martin  said.  "Her  confidence  has 
greatly  improved.  She  was  able  to  put  aside  any  fears  she  had 
this  season  and  let  us  count  on  her  as  a  go-to  player.  She  did 
a  fantastic  job.  I'm  truly  excited  about  the  next  two  years 
because  she's  a  phenomenal  player." 

Optimism  abounds  at  lUP  because  Tracey  is  merely  one 
component  of  a  stellar  returning  cast.  Juniors-to-be  Staci 
Heberling  and  Kylie  Miller  have  already  put  in  two  years  as 
starters,  and  Hilary  Swope  and  Kierstin  Filla  played  signifi- 
cant minutes  last  season  as  freshmen.  Marcia  Mpfumo,  a  6-2 
junior  from  Mozambique  who  transferred  to  lUP  a  year  ago, 
is  healthy  again  after  sitting  out  last  season  with  a  knee 
injury  and  is  ready  to  contribute.  Martin  will  also  welcome  a 
sterling  class  of  recruits,  headed  by  Claysburg-Kimmel  High 
School  graduate  Lacey  Claar,  the  2007  Pennsylvania  Class  A 
Player  of  the  Year. 

Given  the  abundance  of  talent  on  hand,  the  Crimson 
Hawks  appear  poised  to  advance  again  to  the  regional 
final — and  perhaps  beyond. 

"We  have  great  players  coming  back  and  some  really  good 
players  coming  in,"  said  Glaws,  who  is  bound  for  graduate 
school  at  Ohio  State.  "I  see  them  at  least  getting  to  where  we 
were  this  year,  but  they  definitely  could  go  further.  I  think  it's 
realistic  to  put  a  national  championship  as  a  goal." 

Martin  didn't  specifically  address  that  topic  in  a  recent 
interview,  but  in  looking  to  the  future,  perhaps  it's  instruc- 
tive to  simultaneously  look  in  the  opposite  direction,  Janus- 
like.  When  she  was  hired  in  May,  2005,  the  new  coach  bluntiy 
declared  there  was  no  reason  why  lUP  couldn't  win  a  PSAC 
title  by  her  third  season  and  an  NCAA  crown  by  her  fourth. 

A  conference  championship  is  already  in  the  past.  A 
national  championship  might  well  loom  in  the  future.

Whcii  Liz  Ramsey  '06 
graduated  last  August 
after  a  four-year  career 
as  a  member  ot  the  lUP 
lacrosse  team,  she  knew  she 
wanted  to  embark  on  a  career 
in  coaching.  Little  did  she  know 
at  the  time  the  direction  that 
goal  would  take  her.  Ramsey 
was  hired  as  an  assistant  coach 
by  Kiki  Chesterton,  hut  when 
Chesterton  unexpectedly 
announced  her  resignation  in 
February,  Ramsey  was  thrust 
into  the  top  spot.  "I  was  sur- 
prised when  Kiki  announced 
that  she  was  leaving,"  said 
Ramsey.  "I  was  a  little  nervous, 
hut  at  the  same  time  I  was 
excited  about  the  opportunity 
to  start  my  career  as  a  head 
coach.  I  knew  what  had  to  be 
done."  Over  the  next  three 
months,  Ramsey  showed  that 
she  was  the  right  person  for  the 
job.  The  youthful  but  knowl- 
edgeable Ramsey  guided  the 
Crimson  Hawks  to  their  best 
conference  showing  in  the  ten- 
year  history  of  the  lUP  lacrosse 
program  and  was  named  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Athletic 
Conference  Coach  of  the  Year 
by  her  peers  in  the  league.  lUP 
finished  7-10  overall  and  6-8  in 
the  PSAC,  equaling  the  com- 
bined number  of  conference 
wins  in  the  previous  nine  years 
and  staying  in  the  hunt  for  a 
first-ever  playoff  berth  until 
the  final  day  of  the  regular 
season.  The  seven  overall  wins 
tied  for  the  second  most  in  a 
single  season. 

For  the  first  time  in  school

history,  lUP  placed  four 
lacrosse  players  on  the 
All-PSAC  team,  including 
first-team  selections  Jackie 
Rutkowski  and  Katie  Lee  and 
second -team  choices  Kylie 
Miller  and  Mallory  Zelawksi 
Rutkowski  finished  her  career 
as  the  school  record  holder  for 
assists  ( 58 )  and  points  ( 1 92 ) 
and  was  just  two  shy  of  the 
mark  in  goals  scored  with  1  ?->4. 
Nicole  Blaesser  '07  and  Dave 
Mazza  were  honored  as  the  lUP 
Scholar- Athletes  of  the  Year  at 
the  university's  annual  All- 
America  and  Championships 
Banquet  on  April  19  at  the 
Crimson  Event  Center.  Blaesser, 
who  begins  graduate  studies  in 
physical  therapy  at  Slippery 
Rock  this  fall,  had  a  3.86  GPA 
as  a  health  and  physical 
education  major  entering  the 
spring  semester.  In  November, 
she  won  the  NCAA  East  Region 
cross  country  title  and  finished 
seventh  at  nationals,  a  position 
topped  by  only  four  women  in 
lUP  historv.  She  is  also  a  four- 


time  national  qualifier  in  track 
and  field  and  won  the  PSAC 
indoor  tide  in  the  10,000 
meters  in  February.  Mazza,  a 
member  of  the  men's  basketball 
team,  owned  a  3.79  GPA  as  a 
business  management  major 
through  the  fall  semester.  He 
served  as  a  co-captain  for  the 
Crimson  Hawks  as  a  senior  and 
finished  his  two-year  career  at 
ILIP  with  80  three-pointers,  the 
fourteenth-highest  mark  in 
school  history. 

Blaesser  and  Mazza  are  just 
two  of  the  many  lUP  student- 
athletes  who  have  shined  in  the 
classroom.  Another  duo  that 
received  recognition  for  their 
academic  achievements  were 
women's  basketball  player  Katie 
Glaws  '07  and  track  standout 
Sean  Strauman.  Glaws  and 
Strauman  were  selected  as 
recipients  of  the  PSAC  Top  10 
award  for  the  winter  sports  sea- 
son. Glaws,  a  member  of  the 
Robert  E.  Cook  Honors  Col- 
lege, had  a  GPA  of  over  3.9 
during  her  college  career  and 


graduated  iiiiiniia  cum  laiuic  in 
May.  She  starts  graduate  school 
as  an  accounting  major  at  Ohio 
State  this  fall.  Glaws  is  the  all- 
time  lUP  record  holder  in 
games  played  (114)  and  three- 
point  field  goals  made  (170), 
while  scoring  1,123  points.  She 
was  named  to  the  NCAA  East 
Region  all-tournament  team 
while  helping  the  Crimson 
Hawks  reach  the  Sweet  16. 
Strauman,  a  junior  accounting 
major,  took  a  3.69  GPA  into 
Spring  semester.  He  won  the 
PSAC  championship  in  the  800 
meters  at  both  the  conference's 
indoor  and  outdoor  meets, 
giving  him  six  league  titles  in 
the  event  in  as  many  tries,  and 
was  second  at  the  NCAA 
indoor  meet,  coming  within 
one  second  of  the  national  title. 

Strauman  was  joined  by 
Ceasar  Westbrook  as  PSAC 
award  winners  for  the  2006-07 
indoor  track  and  field  season. 
Strauman  was  selected  as  the 
Athlete  of  the  Year  and  West- 
brook  was  named  Rookie  of  the 
Year  by  the  conference's  head 
coaches.  Westbrook,  who  is  also 
a  linebacker  on  the  lUP  foot- 
ball team,  was  second  in  the 
triple  jump  and  fourth  in  the 
long  jump  at  the  PSAC  indoor 
meet  and  was  ninth  in  the 
triple  jump  at  nationals,  miss- 
ing by  one  position  a  spot  on 
the  All-America  team. 

The  success  of  the  lUP  track 
and  field  team  continued  into 
the  spring  outdoor  season, 
when  Strauman  again  won  the 
800  meters  and  was  joined  as 
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an  i.'\ciit  cli.niipioii  b\  Troy 
Litten,  wIid  c.iptmcd  the  polo 
\.uill  .IS  well  .IS  finishing  third 
in  the  dec.ithlon.  Leading  the 
women's  squad  was  Gretchen 
Colwell,  who  was  the  iLuiner-up 
in  the  discus  and  shot  put  and 
third  in  the  hammer. 

Jason  Capizzi  had  hoped  to  be 
selected  in  the  April  NFL  draft, 
but  even  after  being  bypassed, 
the  IL'P  All-America  offensive 
tackle  was  all  smiles.  The  6-9 
C^ipizzi  was  signed  shortK'  after 
the  draft  by  his  hometown 
Pittsburgh  Stealers.  "I've  been  a 
Stealers  fan  my  whole  life," 
Capizzi  told  the  Indiana 
Gazette.  "My  father  has  had 
season  tickets  since  1970.  I've 
been  to  so  many  games.  I'm  just 
a  huge  fan,  and  this  has  been 
such  a  great  day." 

Capizzi  is  not  the  only 
former  lUP  football  player  who 
will  seek  a  spot  on  an  NFL 
roster  this  fall.  Tailback  Chris 
Morgan  inked  a  deal  with  the 
Super  Bowl-champion 
Indianapolis  Colts  in  mid-May. 
Morgan  finished  his  lUP  career 
as  the  second-leading  rusher  in 
school  history  with  3,817  yards. 

Pawel  Glowiak  repeated  as 
an  All-American  in  the  pool, 
finishing  fifth  in  the  100 
backstroke  at  the  NCAA  meet 
in  Buffalo.  Glowiak  was  also 
fifteenth  in  the  200  backstroke 
and  200  individual  medley  to 
earn  honorable  mention 
All-America  accolades  in  those 
events.  Glowiak  won  the  100 
backstroke  and  Carlee  Myers 
touched  first  in  the  100  butter- 
fly to  give  I  UP  two  individual 
champions  at  the  PSAC  meet. 

While  the  men's  basketball 
team  did  not  enjoy  a  great  deal 
ot  success  as  far  as  wins  and 
losses  are  concerned,  it  did  pro- 
duce one  of  the  top  young  play- 
ers in  the  PSAC  in  freshman 
Gerald  Brooks.  Brooks  was 
named  the  PSAC  West  Rookie 
of  the  Year  after  averaging  12.7 


points  and  S.I  rebounds  per 
game.  I  le  was  the  division's 
Rookie  of  the  Week  a  staggering 
eight  times  during  the  course  of 
the  season. 

'Ihe  baseball  team  showed 
marked  improvement  in  2007, 
and  the  left  side  of  the  infield 
played  a  big  role  in  the  turn- 
around. Third  baseman  Tyler 
Wise, Hid  shortstop  Paul 
Bingham  both  hit  over  .400  and 
were  named  to  the  All-PSAC 
West  second  team.  Wise  batted 
.400  and  was  second  in  the  con- 
ference with  seven  home  runs. 
Bingham  hit  at  a  .409  clip,  the 
si.xth-best  mark  in  the  PSAC], 
and  was  I6-for-l6  in  stolen 
bases.  The  team  won  twenty 
games  under  second  year  head 
coach  Jeff  Ditch,  doubling  its 
total  from  the  2006  season  and 
reaching  that  plateau  for  the 
first  time  since  1998.  The  Crim- 
son Flawks  were  10-10  in  the 
PSAC  West,  winning  seven 
more  conference  games  than 
the  previous  season.  "The  play- 
ers have  dedicated  themselves 
to  the  work  ethic  and  commit- 
ment to  our  program,  and 
those  results  are  showing  on 
the  field,"  said  Ditch. 

Freshmen  Gavin  Smith  and 
NiC  MilitO  finished  in  a  tie  for 
thiid  at  the  NCAA  East  Region 
golf  tournament,  only  two 
shots  out  of  the  lead,  as  lUP 
just  missed  out  on  the  region 
title  and  a  trip  to  nationals.  The 
Crimson  Hawks  took  the  lead 
early  in  the  final  round,  but 
Fairmont  State  was  able  to  wipe 
out  a  two-shot  deficit  over  the 
final  three  holes  to  deny  lUP  its 
second  region  title.  Still,  with  a 
lineup  that  included  three 
freshmen  and  a  sophomore  in 
its  top  five,  the  future  of  the 
program  is  bright.  "We  have 
young  players  who  had  never 
been  in  that  situation  before, 
and  now  they're  better  because 
of  it,"  Head  Coach  Fred  Joseph 
told  the  Indiana  Gazette. 


Although  the  softball  team 
did  not  earn  a  spot  in  the  PSAt; 
or  regional  playoffs,  there  was 
no  shortage  of  players  who 
received  postseason  honors. 
Five  Crimson  Hawks  were 
named  to  the  All-PSAC  West 
team,  the  second  most  in  the 
division  behind  only  powerful 
Lock  Haven,  while  four  were 
chosen  to  the  Mid-Atlantic  all- 
region  squad.  Hilary  Tutrani  was 
named  first-team  all-confer- 
ence, and  Becky  Lewis  Alex 
Daughenbaugh,  Jenny  Shaffer, 
and  Sara  Tripoli  were  tabbed  to 
the  second  team.  Tripoli  was  on 
the  all-region  first  team  and 
was  joined  by  second-team 
.selections  Tutrani,  Daughen- 
baugh, and  Sam  Goettman. 

The  coaching  carousel  con- 
tinued for  Frank  Cignetti,  Jr.  '87 
when  the  tormer  lUP  all-con- 
ference safety  joined  the  staff  of 
the  San  Francisco  49ers  as 
quarterbacks  coach  on  March 
I.  Cignetti  had  been  the  offen- 
sive coordinator  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina  for  one 
season  but  went  job  hunting 
when  John  Bunting  was  let  go 
as  head  coach  after  the  2006 
season.  In  San  Francisco, 
Cignetti  is  reunited  with  Jim 
Hostler  '90,  who  was  promoted 
from  quarterbacks  coach  to 
offensive  coordinator  for  the 
49ers  in  February.  In  just  three 
seasons,  Hostler  has  established 
himself  as  one  of  the  top  young 
minds  in  the  NFL.  "Jim  was 
instrumental  in  the  implemen- 
tation of  our  offense  last  sea- 
son," said  49ers  head  coach 
Mike  Nolan.  "He  is  a 
disciplined  teacher,  which  is 
extremely  important  to  any 
coach  who  is  on  our  staff." 

The  older  son  of  Frank 
Cignetti,  Sr.'GO,  M'65,  Curt,  is 
also  starting  a  new  job  this  year. 
After  serving  for  seven  seasons 
as  an  assistant  coach  and 
recruiting  coordinator  at  North 
Carolina  State,  Curt  is  now  on 


the  staff  of  new  Alabama  head 
coach  Nitk  Sab.ui. 

George  Hood,  Jr.  '80  ran  into 
a  roadblock  in  his  attempt  to 
secure  a  spot  in  the  Guinness 
Book  of  World  Records.  The  son 
of  the  mayor  of  Indiana,  Pa., 
Hood  thought  he  broke  the 
record  for  spinning — riding  a 
stationary  bike — by  riding  for 
eighty-five  con.secutive  hours, 
covering  the  equivalent  of 
1 ,082.3  miles.  Although  his 
efforts  were  negated  Lw 
improper  record  keeping, 
according  to  the  folks  at 
Guinness,  the  undaunted  Hood 
has  scheduled  another  attempt 
at  the  record  in  July. 

Proving  that  it's  never  too 
late  to  fulfill  one's  athletic 
dreams,  former  lUP  professor 
Pothen  Varughese  began  train- 
ing tolluwing  his  retirement  in 
2004,  and  his  efforts 
culminated  by  competing  in 
the  javelin,  shot  put,  long  jump, 
triple  jump,  and  100-  and  200- 
meter  runs  at  the  National 
Senior  Games  in  Louisville,  Ky., 
June  22  to  July  7.  The  seventy- 
one-year-old  Varughese  had 
not  thrown  the  javelin  since  he 
was  an  eighteen-year-old  col- 
lege student  in  his  native  India. 

Most  college  students  would 
find  this  hard  to  believe,  but 
some  people  enjoy  studying, 
taking  exams  and  writing 
research  papers  just  for  the 
sheer  pleasure  of  learning.  One 
such  person  is  Chris  Gleason 
M'07,  who  received  a  Master  of 
Arts  degree  in  history  from  lUP 
at  the  May  graduation 
ceremonies.  The  sixty-three- 
year-old  Johnstown  business- 
man, who  competes  in  the 
Grand-Am  KONI  Challenge 
Series  and  is  the  fifth-ranked 
driver  in  the  Grand  Sport  point 
standings,  also  holds  degrees 
from  the  University  of  Pitts- 
burgh and  Harvard's  OPM
